The submission, however, is nol liilly responsive lo Ihc prior OITicc action 
because: Applicant attempts to cancel claims 1-20, amend claims 21-29, and prescnl new claims 30-3 1 . The originally presented 
invention was directed toward a polyimide precursor liquid composition and a polyimide coaling lilm. Applicant's proposed 
amendment, however, would amend claims 21-29 to recite a method and add new claims 30-3 1, which also recite a method. However, 
Applicant cannot file an RCE to obtain continued examination on the basis of claims that are independent and distinct from the claims 
previously claimed and examined as amatter of right (i.e. Applicant cannot switch inventions). See 37 CFR 1.145 and MPEP 
706.07(h) VI.
